dition.

asking the town board to negotiate' 
for the (..irchnse of the water works 
system at a cost, exclusive of bonded 
indebtedness, of not more than §fi.OOO. 
The same resolution with regard to 
the letting of all road and bridge 
work, amounting to £50 and up- 
wards, should lie let to !he lowest 
bidder.

A chicken that has reached! a prcntei 


age than one year is better stewed than 
looked by an other method. 
And 


slewed chicken when properly pre- 
pared is always relished and enjoyed. 
In the average country home chicken 
Is oftcncr served stewed than in any 
other form, and stewed chicken is a 
very common dish at hotels, restau- 
rants and boarding houses. 


Yet ;i chicken is rarely slewed as it 


should be. 
And although numerous 


recipes are given in cook l>oo!;s for cook- 
ing chieWjtis in various ways, 1 have | 
not yet founti one that gives the correct 
method for stewing a chicken. 


Tliis is the way in which a chicken 


should bu stewed: 


Cut it in piccrs n suitable si/.e. for 


serving before placing it. in the pot. 
Separate the thigh, leg and wing joints, 
divide the breast into not less than four 
compact, pieces and separate the neck, 
back, etc. 


I'luee the gi/./ard, heart, wings and 


drumsticks in the bottom of the pot or 
kettle, then put in the neck, back and 
other lK»iy pieces, reserving the second 
joints and breasts for 1he lop. 


Use a pint of boiling water for each 


full-grown fowl, cover closely, and aft- 
er it has slewed a quarter of an hour 
add a tablespoonful each of flour and 
butter, stirred to a smooth paste with 
a little water, to each pint of liquid 
used in the slewing kettle. 


Keep the kettle sinrmcring unceas- 


ingly until the fowl is tender, which 
can be ascertained by cxvimining the 
pieces on top. If these pieces are found 
co IK! sufficiently etxikcd, those beneath j 
will l>e also, sis in placing the. pieces in 
the pot nr kettle, those requiring the 
greatest amount of cooking were put 
at tilt*.

Theodore C. Metzler, the well known 


San Francisco detective, has not had 
twenty-six years of experience in liia pro- 
fession without obtaining some very 
strong irapressiona and opinions in regard 
to crime and criminals. 


"As a sort of text," said Mr. Metzler, 


"for what I liavo to say on this subject, 
I will state that in considering men and 
women as criminals, between whom and 
their deeds comparisons are to be niiiclu. 
I consider th;it, while man isnndrmbted- 
ly, us a rnle, the more prominent in 
crime, woman, on the other hand, is at 
once more cruel and cunning in what 
she does. 


"From the circumstance that a con- 


siderable less number of women than 
men are convicted of crime the infer- 
ence is drawn that in women the cnm- 
inal propensities are weaker or under 
better control.

"Another thing: It is seldom consid- 


ered that girls are watched more care- 
fully than boys and are under greater 
restraint. 
Neither is it taken into ac- 


count that older females spend more of 
their time at home, while males of their 
own age are on the street or mingling 
with persons whose habits are not al- 
ways the best. Many of the tRinptntions 
to crime come from business complica- 
tions, in which women have little or no 
rtiare, as they spend most of their time 
nthome with their children and female 
companions. Most homicides, you know, 
are the results of anger excited when 
persons arc away from their homes and 
families, as violent quarrels generally 
take place in the street or barroom, and 
not in the parlor or sitting room. 


"Now as to the cruelty and delibera- 


tion of the female criminal. The history 
of crime shows that most of the murders 
committed by women are those perpe- 
trated by the administration of poison. 
They show careful preparation and great 
deliberation. 
In almost every instance 


treachery is employed, the victim bc-ing 
invited to partake of refreshments by 
one who is presumed to be a friend. 


"Murder by the administration of poi- 


son is considered the most fonl and the 
darkest of all crimes, but it is the one 
that women have been addicted to more 
generally than men in all ages and 
countries. 


"Another very remarkable fact," con- 


tinued the detective, "lias recently been 
mentioned in a London paper by the 
chaplain of Clurkenwell jail. It is that 
some criminals ar« practically incurable. 
From a table prepared by him it was 
shown that dnriiij; last year there were 
committed to the prisons and jails of 
England and Wales fi.CSC men and 9,7tU 
women who had been convicted no less 
than ten times previously. Yon see the 
force of the comparison. 


"A partial explanation of this strange 


state of things may be found in the fact 
that women are more thoroughgoing in 
all things, good, bad or indifferent, than 
the men. They do nothing by halves.

The lightest rider in the outfit, 
rode down beside her and threw over 
her head the lasso, when she slowly 
walked out on the brow of the hiil 
starting to make one more dash for lib- 
erty, but, the rope was fast, and a short 
struggle soon overpowered her. The 
glory of the chase was ended, for she 
was ignominiously tied, rolled up on :L 
wagon and carteil to Jamestown to 1)3 
man's slave through the balance of her 
life.—American Agriculturist,

tics and points of interest that entirely 
escape the casual or careless visitor. 
For every cirelinir reef i.s the home of a 
vast variety of living forms, which ex- 
hibit some of nature's most cunning 
handiwork in thu adaptation of means 
to emls. 


Among the curious inhabitants of the 


tropic.il waters is, for instance, ihu 
C.ipul Mednsii*, an animal that bears a 
remarkable resemblance to a plant, and 
whose remote. ani-e.sUn-s in the most 
aiie.ienl oceans of the earth contrived 
l.o prolong the existence of their kitic', 
by developing a means of keeping the 
waleravound them comparatively pure. 
This is only one among a multitude of 
wonderful little animals to be found in 
such places. 


It is hardly a matter for wonder, 


Him. Hint the great barrier of eora-l 
reefs that runs for twelve hundred 
miles around Australia has been recent- 
ly described as '-a perfect Eldorado" 
for Ihe naturalist. 


The shallow water;; covering it teem 


with represent;!tivo.s of almost, evcrv 
group of marine life, and tile exhibi- 
tion of animal forms nnd colors equally 
surprises and delights Hie beholder. 
In the deeper waters hryond the reef 
the forms of life are comparatively 
rare, but i-s the bottom shelves up- 
ward the little animals Ixjcoiuc more 
abundant. 
Yet they can not approach 


loonier,!: to the surface, because they 
iDiisl be constantly submerged in order 
to thrive. 


Thu situation of these myriads, ring- 


ing the islands of the .se i with their 
living circles, recalls':that of man him- 
self, whose habitation i.s limited hi a 
somewhat similar way. Ho can not 
gu down into the great ocean deeps, 
and he can not dwell in the thin at- 
mosphere of the highest mountains, 
but although 
infinite space expands 


above him, he is confined within a. 
range of a few thousand feet down and 
up.—Youth's Companion.

In Europe sUliiticn of births and 


deaths are always accessible to th« 
statistician who wishes to deduce there- 
from a theory fa the aid of science. In 
France, where efforts are constantly 
made i n - t h e interest of the general 
health of tho public, there han been re- 
cently published a complete and inter- 
esting study on the subject, extending 
back over a considerable period and in- 
cludinjr other countries Ui the cdrypeda- 
tive estimates. 
From this it appear* 


that the natality of all countries is 
diminishing, vohilc tho mortality re- 
mains nearly the same. The rate of 
diminution is more rapid in Franco 
than elsewhere, and more, strongly 
marked from year to year.

there were 4V,*0 births less than' in 
1SS9; 
-M.flSO less than in 1SSS; Cl.27r,lcs» 


than in 18S7; 74,779 less than in 18S*>; 
Sll,4'.)9 less than in 1855; OO.Gfl!) less than 
iiMXS4, and flS,S8!> less than in 1SS:;.

gion,and to the lawspermittingdivoree;
